LONG STRUGGLE 
COMES TO AN END 


———- 


International Falls, Minn., June 14. 
(P)—The estate of Minnesota moved 
today to presecute Border Patrolman 
Emmett J. White for the slaying of 
Henry Virkkula as the local govern- 
ment agent was taking ateps to de- 
fend the customs guard. Second de- 
gree murder charges, carrying life im- 
prisonment upon conviction, were 
filed and a second degree manslaugh- 
ter warrant dismissed .by the state 
while L. L. Drill, United States dis- 
trict attorney at St. Paul, announced 
he would defend the patrolman at 
the preliminary hearing July 2. 

Request of County Prosecutor Da- 
vis Hurlburst to put bail for White's 
release at $20,000 was denied and the 
court set $5,000 bonds for his release. 


Virkkula was slain Saturday as 
he drove along a highway with his 
wife and two children in thejr auto- 
mobile. The customs guard was in 
search of liquor smugglers. 

Hearing on the new complaint was 
held this afternoon and White de- 
clined to answer any questions. 

Asked if he were represented by 
counsel White said: “I am depending 
upon the United States government.” 

Mr. Hlurlburst said he would re- 
sist any efforts of the government to 
try the case in federal courts. To the 
statement, Assistant Secretary Low- 
man of the treasury, that “White's 
case will be handled like any other 
federal employe’s,” Hurlburst said the 
state would prosecute the case be- 
cause the border guard “violated a 
law of the state of Minnesota.” 

N. A. Linderberg, assistant customs 
collector at Duluth, conferred with 
District Attorney Brill today concern- 
ing the defense of White. Linderberg 
said the goternment would make no 
"egg to secure White's release on 
pail, 

The official, who refused to suspend 
the guard after the shooting, said he 
found no cause for suspension now. 
He characterized the $5,000 bail de- 
manded of White as “preposterously 
high” and said White would remain 
a member of the border force as far 
as he was concerned, 


LOWMAN DEMANDS

Washington, June 14.—(4)—The 
long struggle over agricultural legis- 
lation was ended today by congres- 
sional approval of the farm relief bill 
desired by the administration. 

The measure, which represents the 
ultimate expression of years of study 
and political controversy, was signed 
immediately by Vice President Cur- 
tis and Speaker Longworth and sent 
to President Hoover. He intends to 
affix his signature tomorrow—there- 
by enacting the measure into law. 

Farm leaders are convinced that 
ihe president will soon name the fed- 
eral farm board provided by the meas- 
ure, ask a large appropriation with 
which the board will attempt to sta- 
bilize agriculture and take a persona! 
interest in seeing that the newest leg- 
islative remedy for etonomic ills is 
launched auspiciously. 

Report Is Adopted. 

Rejection by the house of the ex- 
port debenture plan favored by the 
senate made possible today's final 
legislative action, A joint conference 
committee again agreed on the com- 
promise bill, their action was upheld 
by the house in a few minutes and 
several hours later the senate did 
likewise on a 74 to 8 vote. 

The senate action was preceded by 
numerous expressions of dissatisfac- 
tion from advocates of debentures. 
Many condemned the bill but deciared 
nevertheless, they would vote for it. 

Of the 74 who voted for the bill, 
47 were republicans and 27 demo- 
erats. Three republicans—Norbech, 
of South Dakota; Pine, of Oklahoma, 
and LaFollette, of Wisconsin—joined 
five democrats in opposition. 

The minority opponents were Cara- 
way, of Arkansas; Biease, of South 
Carolina: Copeland, of New York, 
and Walsh and Wheeler, of Montana. 
Announcement was made that Sena- 
tors Blaine, of Wisconsin, and Me- 
Master, of South Dakota, republicans, 
and King, of Utah, a democrat, were 
paired against the measure.

Over Dry Slayings 


HEND MURDERS 
FLORIDA WOMAN 
AT Onl COLLEGE 
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Bradenton Student Slain 
as She Seeks Position in 
Hospital To Pay Tui- 
tion. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 14—(/)— 
The mutilated body of a voung wom- 
an, found by two boys this morning 
on the New York Central rifle range 
five miles northwest of Columbus, was 
identified tonight as that of Miss 
Theora K. Hix, 25, second year medi- 
cal student at Ohio State university. 
Miss Hix’s home is at Bradenton, Fla. 

The girl's body bore signs of a 
severe struggle. The killer stabbed her 


17 times in the head. Her throat and 
abdomen had been slashed. 

Miss Hix’s face was so badly slash- 
ed that for nearly seven hours the 
body was in an undertaking estab- 
lishment before identification could 
be made. 


Said She Had a Date. 


Alice and Beatrice Bustin, sisters, 
and rvommates of Miss Hix, identi- 
fied the victim by her bair and cloth- 
ing and by a wrist watch, which, ap- 
parently due to the struggle, had 
stopped at 10 o'clock. They said she 
was out on a “date’ at the time she 
was killed. 

Miss Hix was at University hos- 
pital at 7:45 o’clock Mast night, just 
across the way from the house where 
she resided with her roommates. 

She went to the hospital at 7 
o'clock in the hope of obtaining a pesi- 
tion as a switchboard operator to 
maintain herself in summer school. 
She waited around the building from 
7 until 7:45 when she said to Miss 
Bertha Dillen, the girl who was then 
operating the switchboard : 

‘I’ve got to go now. I've got a date. 
I'll be back about 9:30 or 10.”

She did not confide this 
information either to her roommates 
or Miss Dillon nor did they learn her 
destination.

REAGHES ENGLAND 


New Ambassador Grins 
His Best But Refuses To 
Reveal Diplomatic Se- 
cret He Conveys. 


London, June 14.—(#)—General 
Charles G. Dawes, former vice presi- 
dent of the United States and new 
American ambassador to the court of 
St. James, arrived in ‘Lomon. tonight 
to take up his post concealing an in- 
ternational secret behind an amiable 
grin, 

This secret was one which is ex- 
pected to introduce direct methods 
into diplomacy and to set dynamically 
in motion a new movement for world- 


wide disarmament. 
Inu the enthusiasm manifested for 


General Dawes on landing and in the 
tenor of the language with which he 
was received, there were recurring 
evidences of the belief that he has 
come on a mission which will prove 
historic. 

Public sentiment in England is al- 
most amazingly confident tbat the 
American and British governments, 
under their new leaderships, are pre- 
paring to take a long step forward 
toward international amity and se- 
curity. 

Makes No Statement. 

When the liner Olympic docked at 
Southampton this afternoon there was 
an eager throng of English to see the 
man whom the crowds spoke of as 
“the big general.” In the ship's draw- 
ing room British and American dele- 
gations waited upon him and bade him 
welcome. 

The mayor of Southampton, in full 


regalia of office, greeted him, recalling 


with praise the general's work dur- 
ing the war and in attacking the prob- 
lems of post-war reconstruction. 

“I predict,” said Mayor Pugh, “that 
the mission on which you come will 
prove to be the greatest mission that 
ever brought an American ambassador 
to British shores.” 

In reply, General Dawes gave sim- 
ple thanks for the mayors expression. 
He shook hands all around with the 
reporters, but was. cheerfully em- 
phatic in refusing to be interviewed as 
to his purpose or his expectations 
in England. 

“I have never been a diplomat,” this 
brief document read. “Il have many 
faults, but somehow I am sure yon 
will put up with them as have my own 
people.” 

At Waterloo station, London, an- 
other rousing welcome was given to 
the ambassador. 

He will call upon King George at 
Windsor castle tomorrow morning and 
present his credentials to the British

Assistant Solicitor Hud- 
son Strikes Judge Wal- 
ter Colquitt in Cham- 
bers During Recess. 


A long series of verbal encounters 
between opposing counsel in the trial 
o: J. Sam Slicer, former president 
of the dé.unct Colonial Trust Compa- 
ny, climaxed Friday afierncon in a 
fistic encounter between Assistant 
Solicitor-General John Hudson and 
Judge Walter T. Colquitt.

COUNCIL TO PASS 
ON ANNEXATION 
PLAN ON MONDAY 


Adversed in 
Committee, To Be Press- 
ed by Minority Report 
of Chairman. 


Despite the fact that the charter 
revision committee, by a vote of four 
to-one, reported adversely on a pro- 
posal to annex approximately 22 
square miles of new territory to At- 
lanta, members of council Monday will 
vote on the paper. 

This decision was reached Friday 
afternoon by Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, 
chairman of the charter revision 
group, who declared he will bring in 
a minority report and seek a roll call 
on the measure in order that these 
who pledged their support to the 
measure “may have an opportunity to 
stick by their commitment.” 

“Many members of city council 


pledged their unequivocal werd that 

they would support the paper and I 
believe that they shoukt be given the 
opportunity to do so,” Mr. Gilliam 
declared, 

In the event that city council fatis 
te act favorably on the measure, it 
was declared that several Atlanta 
civic clubs plan to call 4 mass meet- 
ing to petition the Georgia legislature 
to annex the property without request 
from general council. 

Proponents of the paper declare 
that the federal census has made no 
provision to include “metropolitan dis- 
tricts in the official census of cities” 
as was stated by opponents of the an- 
nexation proposal at a public hear- 
ing held last Tuesday. 

“The chambers of commerce of va- 
rious cities have arranged to add 
such a census on their own account 
for advertising purposes only,” Mr. 
Gilliam declared, “but the federal gov- 
ernment will count only those persons 
residing within corporate limits.” 

_ Among other strips which the Gil- 
liam measure would have annexed if 
approved by council and the Georgia 
legislature were Druid Hills, Peach- 
tree Hills, Peachtgee Heights, the Col- 
her estate, parts of Haynes Manor 
and Buckhead on the north and east 
and the Ansley park and East Lake 
golf courses, the I. N. Ragsdale and 
John A. White parks to the south and 
west and Lakewood on the south. 

Four of the five members of the 
charter revision committee announced 
they would support the annexation 
plan previous to the public hearing 
Tuesday afternoon, but three of the 
four switched their vetes after a large 
delegation of citizens of the affected 
area appeared before it. 

Those who changed their votes were 
Alderman Robert E. Gann, of the 
sixth ward; Alderman P. L. Moon, 
of the second ward, and Councilman 
W. Garland Cooper, of the _ tenth 
ward. Mr. Gilliam stated he would 
support the paper and did, while 
Councilman James L. Wells, of the 
eighth ward, would not commit him- 
self to the plan.

The 
American youth had hidden himself 
on the big craft shortly before it took 
off from the beach at Old Orchard, 
Maine, Thursday morning.

and captured the village of Tounfit. 

Thirty-five of the Moorish tribes- 
men were killed, the French attackers 
finding 30 rifles and taking six pris- 
oners. 

Due possibly to this attack at their 
rear and to the severe punishment to 
which French aeroplanes have sub- 
ore them the besiegers at Ait Ya- 

oub have begun to withdraw, the 


for their homes on the northern 
slopes of the great Atlas range. 

Meanwhile, French reinforcements. 
including eight battalions of the 
French Foreign Legion, under Gen- 
eral Freydenberg. were approaching Ait 
Yakoub, and were expected to initiate 
retributive measures almost at once. 

No other desert tribes seemed today 
to have joined with the dissident 
Moors, who June 9 attacked the 
French detachment at El Bordj, pur- 
suing it to Ait Yakoub. Highty-three 
French troops, officers and men, were 
either killed or are missing. 


NICARAGUA GIVES 
U. S. PERMISSION 
TO STUDY CANAL 


Washington, June 14.—(#)—The 


American government has secured -per- 
mission from Nicaragua to dispatch 
to that country a battalion of army 
engineer troops to make a preliminary 
investigation and survey of the prac- 
ticability and approximate cost of an 
inter-oceanic canal route’ through 
Nicaragua. 

The battalion will be dispatched to 
Nicaragua under orders of the war de- 
partment. As yet the battalion has 
not been selected. The preliminary 
survey by the army engineer troops 
would be made _ for the purpose of 
securing detailed information to be 
later studied by a joint army-civilian 
engineering commission, which will be 
appointed by the president to consider 
the proposed canal route. 

The American legation at Managua 
today notified the state department 
that the Nicaraguan government hail 
unqualifiedly granted permission for 
the stationing of the engineers in that 
}country for the survey. 


THREE MEN KILLED, 
FIVE ARE INJURED 
IN BLAST ON ROCK 


New York, June 14.—(4)—Three 
men were killed, two men were seri- 
ously injured and five others slightly 
hurt in an explosion in a Brooklyn 
dry dock today 

The cause of the blast was undeter- 
mined. 

The dead are: Thomas Kennedy, 
Christerfer Kelly and Phillip Burns, 
all of Brooklyn. 

About 50 men were working in the 
bottom of the Robbins dry dock at the 
time of the explosion, scraping the 
starboard side of the tanker Gulf 
Penn. It is believed that a leak in 
one of the compressed air linés might 
have caused a pontoon ‘to explode, 

The Gulf Penn, formerly the Ag- 
wihavre, is an American tank steam- 
er, used in the transportation of crude 
oil, and is owned by the Gulf .Refin- 
ing Company here. The tanker was 
reported not damaged.

Sacramento, Calif. . June 14. sind 
The Mediterranean fruit fly “is a na- 
tional] calamity that Florida should 
not be required to fight alone.” Will

address before the organization today. 

“We as bankers,” he declared, 
“must lead in organizing not only to 
pretect our state from invasion, but 
to render Florida such aid, financial 
and otherwise, as she may need, for 
in fighting her battle, she is also 
frighting ours.”

Reform 


Tradition. 


A striking address on “Christian 
Belief in the Modern World” was de- 
livered by the Rev. T. Rhondda Wil- 
liams, chairman of the Congregational] 
Union, at the annual assembly in Lon- 
don. “We have got to realize,” he 
said, “that our traditional doctrines 
concerning Jesus, hammered out as 
they were in the early councils of the 
church, cannot be made current coin 
in the intellectual world of today. It 
should be a truism that if the Chris- 
tian churches are to serve the needs 
of the modern world they must know 
that world—its prevailing modes of 
thought and methods of life. And thev 
must learn its language. If we take 
the Genesis account of Adam and Eve 
to be a Jegend, are we to still go on 
talking about the fall of man without 
explaining that we mean something 
different from what used to be meant 
by that phrase?

Bishop McConnell appeared before 
the convention as president of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America. 

Dr. Avery A. Shaw, president of 
Denison university, Granville, Ohio, 
delivered the keynote address. He 
was chosen to replace Bishop McCon- 
nell on the demand of a group of Bap- 
tist clergymen who contended the 
Methodist churchman is a “modernist” 
and does not represent the views of 
the Baptist denomination.

American Legion, made a 
world peace in radio addresses 
night in a Flag Day observance pro- 
gram sponsored .by the American Le- 
gion. 

The speeches were broadcast over 
a nationwide hook-up by the National 
Broadcasting Company. 

Former Secretary Kellogg advo- 
eated a program of arbitration for 
settlement of international disputes 
and the reduction of armament as 
the practical solution for the peace 
problem. The same plan was al- 
vanced by Fortune. 

Must Keep Security. 
| McNutt, however, said that while 
the Legion asks a better method than 
war for settling international  dis- 
putes, the methods must be ones which 
“do not involve loss of national in- 
tegrity or security.” 

“We feel that the nation can be 
practical in its defense and at the 
same time maintain the spiritual and 
material leadership of the world while 
we work for world peace,” he said. 

“The flag of our country has led 
to victory in every war in which the 
nation has engaged, McNutt contin- 
ued, “but one victory is yet to be 
achieved. It is the victory of peace 
over strife. It is our earnest prayer 
that our flag lead to that victory. For 
this reason on Flag Day the Amer- 
ican Legion invites consideration of 
practical methods of security and 
maintaining peace.” 


Such peace, he contended, must be 
“a permanent peace,” and until such 
is found and accepted, “this nation 
must provide an adequate national 
defense which must be based on an 
equal service from all and special 
profit to none.” 

Legion Has Right. 

The American Legion has the an- 
thority to speak about peace, Kel- 
logg said, and “its sacrifices in the 
great war, its heroic dead in their 
eternal slumbers, lend a silent but 
impressive voice to the world’s long- 
ing for peace.” 

Kellogg in outlining his plan for 
the arbitration of international dis- 
putes said armaments should be re- 
(luced to a point where armies and 
navies “will not be a menace to 
peace,”’ 

He pointed to the Locarno pact, 
the arbifration treaties signed by the 
United States with European § and 
Asiatic countries and the multilat- 
eral treaty signed this year among the 
United States and all but one of the 
Central. and South American coun- 
tries as evidence that the world is 
advancing toward peace.

Chicago, June 14.—()—Science’s 
new attack upon the unsolved problem 
of cancer will be launched next month 
in a research clinic at the Cook Coun- 
ty hospital under ‘he direction of emi- 
nent doctors, including Dr. Charles 
Mayo, famous surgeon of Rochester, 
Minnesota. 

By observation, experimentation and 
studying discoveries of other clinics 
the-scientists will seek the cancer cure 
and preventive which they believe ex- 
ists, 

Final plans fer the clinie were 
drafted this week at Rochester, where 
Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, coroner of 
Cook county (Chicago), and Anton J. 
Cermak, president of the Cook county 
board; had gone to confer with. Dr. 
Mayo. Dr. Mayo made the plans pub- 
lic as he passed through here yester- 


| day enroute to New York, whence he 


will sail for an European vacation. 

“The importance of this new clinic 
cannot be overestimated,” Dr. Mayo 
said. “Cancer is on the increase im 
this country. Last yeur there were 
27,000 cancer deaths and at the pres- 
ent time it is estimated more than 
250,000 persons are suffering from it. 
One out of every eight women over 
40 years old and one out of every nine 
men over that age die from camficer, 
statistics show. 

“In this new clinic we will have 
an opportunity to study all the dif- 
ferent methods that have been devised 
for treating cancer and select the ones 
which will help us curb the deadly 
menace.” 

The clinic's activities will be car-

Eliminated by Board of 
Trustees—Campaign for 
Fund Is Planned.

Athens, Ga., June 14-—(4—The 
beard of trustees of Georgia univer- 
sity in session here today reorganized 
the law school and as a result of the 
action a law building to cost not less 
than $100,000 will be erected in ac- 
cordance with an agreement entered 
into last year between the board and 
the alumni society. 

The most important step in the re- 
organization was the election of H. 
W. Caldwell as full-time professor, 
and Thomas F. Green, Jr., full time 
associate professor of law. Mr. Cald- 
well is now a teacher in Emory uwni- 
versity law school and Mr. Green, an 
Athens attorney, is attending the Uni- 
versity of Chicag@g where a degree of 
bachelor of jurisprudence is expected 
to be conferred upon him soon. 

The election today was the result 
of a recommendation made last year 
by the board that all part-time teach- 
ers be eliminated. Despite the pres- 
ence of a number of Athens attorneys, 
who requested the retention of 8S. C. 
Upson the trustees did not approve 
his application:as all-time teacher. 
They likewise disposed of the applica- 
tion of W. G. Cornett. Both are of 


Athens and had been employed as 
part-time teachers of law. 
Resolution. 

The resolution adopted today 
electing the hew teachers was: 

“In accordance with ti® resolutions 
of the board of trustees directing the 
chancellor and dean of the law school 
to recommend at this session a full- 
time professor of law who has taught 
under the ‘case’ system and _ thor- 
oughly qualified as teacher of law, 
and an additional full-time associate 
professor, likewise qualified, they have 
recommended for the ensuing yedr for 
the full-time professorship H. W. 
Caldwell, Atlanta, teacher in Emory 
university law school, and Thomas 
F. Green, Jr., Athens, for associate 
professor. The committee has  ap- 
proved these resolutions of the dean 
of the law school and the chancellor, 
and recommends that the same be ap- 
proved by the board of trustees.” 

The law committee of the board re- 
ported its recommendation prior to 
the adoption of the resolution. 

Campaign. 

A resolution that a committee be 
appointed to represent the trustees, 
the faculty and the alumni for con- 
ducting the campaign for the law 
building was passed by the board. | 
This committee is comprised of Chan- ! 
cellor Snelling, Dean Edmunds, Judge 
William H. Barrett, Augusta; Har- 
rison Jones and Hugh Spalding, At- 
lanta. and will select architects, plans 
for the building, which will be named 
for Harold Hirsch, alumnus, and pre- 
pare contracts for the erection. The 
committee will also supervise the con- 
struction and select the location. 

An appropriation of $13,000 from 
the bequest of the late Miss Mary 
Franklin, Athens artist, to pay for 
the installation of the new pipe or- 
gan in the university chapel was vot- 
ed by the board. The report of the 
board of visitors will be made tomor- 
row morning.

Spiller Insists on Sale 
Of- Club to Washington 


Refuses Compromise Offer — Plans Court 
Fight To Force Purchase. 


Continued from First Page. 


noon at 2:30 o'clock, right on. Busi- 
ness meanwhile as usual. 

Spiller is still anxions to sell. He 
told The Constitution he stood ready 
to deliver his property to Griffth, re- 
gardless of the fact that Griffith's 
representatives were not here to re- 
ceive it at the time mentioned in the 
contract. eet 

“I consider that the club is in ef- 
fect sold right now to Washington,” 
he said, ‘and I am going right on op- 
erating it until they come to claim it. 
I am trying to win games for them 
and keep the property up in good 
shape. Griffith is misinformed. There 
can be no question as to his title to 
the franchise. Nothing can be found 
in the Southern league by-laws to pre- 
vent his owning the club.’ 

Spiller added that he would not 
stand by indefinitely operating the 
club “in trust.” He will go to the 
courts to force specific performance 
of the binder Griffith signed. He 
will force Griffith to buy. 
GRIFFITH MAKES NEW OFFER. 

Clark Griffith made a belated offer 
of compromise Friday after he had 
announced the deal was off Thursday. 
The Washington owner telegraphed 
Spiller he would buy in three days 
if the Southern lea-ne directors gave 
their consent and approval of the pur- 
chase. “If it is such a simple mat- 
ter to gain approval of Southern 
league club owners to the deal, why 
doesn't Mr. Spiller clear that matter 
up?” Griffith asked The Constitution 
over long distance phone by way of 
stating his side of the case. “I can- 
not afford to take a chance on buying 
a franchise that might be vacated 
from under me at the next meeting 
of the league.” 

John D. Martin, president of the 
Southern league, reiterated his state- 
ment made Thursday night: That a 
vote of three-fourths of the league di- 
rectorate would be necessary to elect 
a franchise holder to the board and 
that he believed there would be oppo- 
sition to Washington ownership of 
the Atlanta club. 

“I am ready to call a special meet- 
ing of the board,” he said, “but such 
request has not been made. I would 
be out of order in interfering in a 
transaction between a franchise hold- 
er and a would-be purchaser.” : 

COURT BATTLE SEEN. 

All this and more was said by the 
three parties in the muddled deal. 
Appatentiy there is no hope of com- 
pleting the sale per contract and the 
dispute threatens to be dragged into 
the courts, not only of equity but of 
baseball, as well. 

Players bought by Washington and 
transferred to Atlanta will be claimed 
by R. J. Spiller. The Cracker owner 
made this clear Friday nicht. 

“Pitcher Giard was ordered to re- 
port here by Griffith and if he comes 
he is ours,” Spiller declared. “Stuffy 
Stewart and another player or two 
will come to the Atlanta club or I 
will carry that matter before Judge 
Landis.” 

Transfer of the Crackers to Wash- 
ington, launched last week, was pro- 
ceeding smoothly. Joe Engel, the new 
president-elect of the club, was here: 
so was Eddie Eynon, secretary of the 
Washington organization and Grif- 
fith’s right-hand man. They were pro- 
ceeding vigorously toward taking 


charge of the club, the ball park and 
the swimming pool properties at 6 
o'clock Friday. Players had __ been 
waived out of the American league by 
the Washington club and others had 
been bought and ordered to report 
here. 

First intimation of a hitch in pro- 
ceedings came late Thursday, when 
Clark Griffith announced in -Wash- 
ington that he would not go through 
with the sale because he had been ad- 
vised of opposition to the transfer 
from Southern league club owners. 

In response to summons from 
Griffith, Secretary Eynon caught a 
train late Thursday for Washington. 

Joe Engel Leaves. 

Joe Engel, the provisional presi- 
dent of the Crackers, was shocked by 
the news that the deal was off but 
he stayed on. He received a_ tele- 
phone call from Griffith at noon Fri- 
day ordering him to return at once 
to Washington and he left within the 
hour. 

The telegram offering a compro- 
mise came from Griffith Friday after- 
noon addressed to Atlanta news- 
papers 

“Have wired Mr. Spiller as 
follows: ‘If you can obtain with- 
in three days the consent and 
approval of Southern league to 
the Washington club taking title 
to and operating the Atlanta 
baseball club franchise, will go 
through with contract as of June 

14, 1929.’ 

“CLARK GRIFFITH.” 

Samuel Evins, of Jones, Evins, 
Powers & Jones, legal representative 
of Clark Griffith here, said that he 
had been advised by his client not to 
accept sale papers for the club. 

Leonard Haas, attorney for R. J. 
Spiller, said: “Our contract with Mr. 
Griffith is air-tight. There is nothing 
in the by-laws of the Southern league 
that prevent our selling the club to a 
major league corporation and there is 
nothing binding on us to guarantee 
Mr. Griffith's election to the board of 
directors of the league. We insist he 
carry out his contract and will be 
prepared to take legal steps to force 
him if he does not.”

LOTT ON WAY 
TO. JOIN TEAM 


Young Cup Star Confi- 
dent of Victory in Zone 
Tennis Matches. 


New York, June 14.—(/)—In the 
finest condition of his career as a 
result of a mixed diet of tennis and 
baseball, George Lott breezed into 
New York today on his way to join 
America’s Davis cup team for foreign 
service. With 20 racquets in his bax- 
gage, he was booked to sail tonight on 
the Homeric. 

“Say, if you want to keep from 
growing old try playing baseball one 
day and tennis the next,” advised the 
youth who has been booming the ath- 
letic fortunes of the University of Chi- 
cago on court and diamond since early 
in the spring.

“T still need lots of hard tennis,’ 
he added, “and probably will have the 
shirt licked off of me at Wimbledon.

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WwW on, June 14.-—(/)—Re- 
ports on boll weevil ergence . in 
southern states anno by the de- 
partment of agriculture today show- 
ed a great increase over figures com- 
piled at this period in preceding years, 
all but four stations reporting a high- 
er percentage of emergence 

have in any year since 1924. 

The department called to attention, 
however, that summer climatic condi- 
tions and extent of employment of 
control measures will materially in- 
fluence the damage to the crop, w 

may not necessarily be in proportion 
to the early emergence. 

In addition to the station records 
the department received reports show- 
ing that in the coast counties of Texas 
weevil activity in the field is un- 
usually heavy and that weevil poison- 
ing has started. In the vicinity of 
Tallulah, La., plant examinations 
showed an average of 42 weevils per 
acre compared with a 7-year average 
of 27.3. 

Examination of farms in Mississip- 
pi revealed that about 50 per -~ 
of those inspected were infest 
compared with about 30 per cent in 
the same period of 1928. 

In Alabama weevils were. abundant 
in both northern and southern sec- 
tions. Examinations in South Caro- 
lina revealed an average of 395 
weevils per acre, compared to an aver- 
age of 72 in 1928.

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 8 points and the active 
months soon showed net gains of 8 
to 10 points on further covering in 
anticipation of bullish government re- 
ports and rather a less favorable view 
of the weather in the south. 


Market Eases. 


July sold up to 18.77 and Decem- 
ber to 19.12 on this advance, but the 
higher prices met considerable real- 
izing and the market soon turned 
easier. There was a little flurry of 
buying on the census report placing 
domestic consumption at 668,229 bales 
for May, compared with 631,710 for 
April and 577.584 for May last year. 

It was readily supplied on moder- 
ate bulges, however, and prices eased 
again, but, on the whole, held fairly 
steady until the report on boll weevil 
made its appearance.

ERG HAS WORST 
RUADS, SENATOR SAYS 


Hinesville, Ga., June 14.—())— 
State Senator Shelby Myrick, speak- 
ing here teday in favor of the pro- 
posed bond issue for paved highways, 
asserted that Georgia stands indicted 
today of having fhe worst system of 
roads in the United States. 

Georgians front Liberty, Long, Mc- 
Intosh, Tattnall, Evans and Bryan 
counties heard the senator say that 
the trnth of his startling statement 
could be attested to by thousands of 
Georgians who had driven over the 
roads of other states. He further 
declared that this condition was hold- 
ing down farm values and keeping out 
industries and new citizens. 

Senator Myrick said ‘every other 
southern state either already has a 
paved system of highways completed 
or has authorized the issuance of 
bonds for this purpose. He asserted 
that the total interest on $100,000,000 
of bonds would not equal the amount 
of one year’s cost of bad roads in 
Georgia to motorists. 

The senator said the constitutional 
amendment would provide that the 
principal and interest of these bonds 
would be paid entirely out of gasoline 
tax and automobile license tags and 
experts have figured that these bonds 
can be retired in 20 or 25 years with- 
out increasing the tax on_ gasoline 
and that a large sum would be left 
each year for road building. 

He said if the passage of the bond 
issue becomes dependent upon Chat- 
ham, Bibb, Richmond and Fulton 
counties relinquishing their claims for 
reimbursement by the state for the 
money they have spent in building 
highways that these counties would, 
he believed, readily do so.
